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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Applicants' preliminary amendment filed on June 25, 2003 was received. Claims 3- 
5 are amended. Claims 6-10 are added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7, 9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawakami (US 4 910 086). 

Kawakami discloses a powder coating composition comprising a poly(arylene 
thioetherketone)(PTK), 150 to 400 parts by weight of a silicone resin and up to 150 parts by 
weight of a potassium titanate whisker (col. 1, lines 5-14, col. 9, lines 3-28 and 60-68, col. 1 1, 
line 56 to col. 12, line 60 and Examples). 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-6 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Eklund (US 5 905 104) as evidenced by Woo (US 4 879 344). 

Eklund discloses a powder coating composition comprising about 10 to about 100 wt% of 
a hydroxyl functional siloxane resin, 0 to 90 wt% of an acrylic polymer and an inorganic 
compound. The acrylic polymer can be a glycidyl functional (meth)acrylic resin, (col. 2, line 53 
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to col. 3, line 4 and Examples). Adhesion promoters of fluorinated acrylate, etc. can be added 
(col. 5, lines 25-53). The amount of the inorganic compound such as mica, etc. can range from 
50 to about 70 wt% (col. 6, lines 1-27). The hydroxyl functional siloxane resins can be Dow 
Corning Z-6018, etc. and those disclosed in Woo (col. 4, line 58 to col. 5, line 2). The hydroxyl 
functionality of the hydroxyl functional siloxane resins can be from 2 to 7 wt%. (col. 4, lines 48- 
54). Furthermore, Woo teaches that Z-6018 has a melting point of 85°C (col. 3, line 42 to col. 4, 
line 9 and col. 7, lines 6-20). 

5. Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Kawakami does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a silicone resin having the specific 
characteristics set forth in the instant claim. 

Eklund as evidenced by Woo does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a whisker.
